n much of the U.S. today, 


marine ferries have all 


but disappeared, their func- 
tion taken over by bridges. 


But not in the salty in- 


land seas of northwestern 
Washington and adjacent 
Canadian waters, the com- 
plex of waterways usually 
lumped under the name of 
Puget Sound. 


Here ferries are indispen- 


sable parts of the highway 
system. Some cross un- 
bridgeable waters; some 
provide shortcuts; all pro- 
vide nostalgia. 


Twenty six ferries run on 


13 all-year routes which 
connect major highways 
with 13 islands, the Kitsap 
and Olympic peninsulas and 
Vancouver Island in Can- 
ada. Another run is added 
during the summer months 
through the San Juan Is- 
lands which is of special in- 
terest to campers. 


The boats range in capa- 


city from six to 100 auto- 
mobiles and include a 52- 
year-old former sidewheeler, 
several truly tiny vessels 
and ten former San Fran- 
cisco ferries. Most have been 
given Northwest Indian 
names. 


The ferries, a popular 


tourist attraction during the 
summer months, offer de- 
lightful and inexpensive 
cruises with or without a car. 
Many people take round 
trips to enjoy the cool sea 
breezes on a hot day, the 
scenic beauty of a sunset on 
the sound or to tour the rug-

Two Treatments Known 
For Entropion Eye Trouble

Q—I am a woman, 83, and

years with entropion. An op- 
eration to correct this condi- 
tion gave complete relief for 
six years but now the trou- 
ble is coming back. What 
would you advise? 


A—Entropion is a rolling 


inward of the lower lid with 
irritation of the eyeball by 
the lashes. Sometimes apply- 
ing collodion to the lower lid

sage may cause them to dis- 
appear. The larger ones must 


e removed surgically. Recur-

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Inflation 


is putting falsies on many a sta- 
tistic. Take retail sales. At a 
quick glance, the big rebound in 
June and July from the drop in 
April and May could be hailed 
by the unwary as a sign that 
consumers had regained their 
confidence and resumed 
their 


old free-spending habits. 
* 


But most consumers probably 


would say they are buying just 
about the same things now, and 
in the same amounts, as they 
were a few months back, or a 
year ago for that matter. 


The thing is that they're pay- 


ing more for their purchases 
now. And, too, there are more 
potential customers all the time 
for the retail stores as the job- 
holding population expands. 


So naturally it follows that 


July's retail sales total of $25.5 
billion would be higher than a 
year ago. The Commerce De- 
partment 
reports this July's 


figures 8 per cent higher than 
last year. But while the statis- 
tics are 
seasonally 
adjusted, 


they aren't price adjusted. And 
the volume in units purchased 
would be considerably less than 
8 per cent higher than last year. 


Other statistics are equally 


price-inflated 
— and subject to 


deflation if you want to get at 
the actual state of the economy. 


The biggest of them all, the 


Gross National Product shows 
that price increases play a big- 
ger role than actual unit output 
of goods and services which this 
statistic measures. 


In the second quarter of 1966 


the GNP went up by $11 billion 
to $732 billion in annual rate. 
But 60 per cent of that increase 
was due to price hikes of some 
goods and many services. 


This, of course, still means 


that the economy was steaming 
along at a faster rate than in 
the first quarter of 1966, and$59 
billion faster — in current dol- 
lars — than in the second quar- 
ter of 1965. A lot of that $59 bil- 
lion is just the rise in the cost of 
living.

speak for all of the North Side's 
residents. What, if anything was 
accomplished by two July week- 
ends of destruction still is hotly 
debated. 


"I think it's a damn shame 


what these kids are doing," said 
a 30-year-old cleaning woman. 
"Why mess up the Negro area 
where the white man hires Ne- 
groes?" 


Omaha is typical of the big 


cities that rise from the plains 
of the Middle West. 


From the green acres of Boys 


Town, the world's most famous 
orphanage, 
to 
the handsome 


municipal university; from the 
rapidly expanding suburbs of an 
affluent 
middle class to the 


palatial homes of the very rich; 
from the fertile farmland that 
surrounds the city to the facto- 
ries that dot its landscape, Om- 
aha creates the impression of a 
proud, prosperous, progressive 
city, 
busy by day, quiet by 


night. 


The facade is not entirely di- 


vorced from reality. The city's 
unemployment rate at the end 
of June, for example, was 3.6 
per cent, lower than the nation- 
al average.
